-fearfully fractured, many bones were 
broken, and the bridge was spattered 
with the blood of the young victims. 
Both bodies were removed to the Pel- 
tier undertaking rooms, and. neighbors 
broke the news of the distressing fa- 
tality'to the parents. Scenes of Inde- 
scribable grief.' followed at the Elliott 
home as kindly neighbors ministered 
to them and attempted 
to 
comfort 


them, and it was necessary 'to call a 
.physician to attend the 
father 
and 


mother. Mr. Elliott was formerly em- 
ployed at the rolling mills, but recently 
hls-health has'been so impaired that it 
has been impossible for him to work. 


The remains of the two little victims 


of the'fatality will be taken to Coluin- 
.bia City; their former home, for fu- 
neral services and interment, and the 
mangled bodies of the .brothers will be 
placed In a single grave, side by side. 


Spot a Dangerous One. 
. The bridge where the two lads met 
'their -death has been the scene of 
many fatalities. It Is not for the ac- 
commodation of pedestrians, but rail- 
road employes, despite their vigilance, 
have never been able to prevent its 
use by persons who deliberately take 
a fearful chance every time they cross 
it. The bridge is often used by boys 
In that section of the city In order to 
conveniently reach a baseball ground 
and the swimming place which they 
frequent, and there have been dozens 
of narrow escapes from a duplication 
of Sunday's disaster. Officials of tho 
company say they hava served more 
than one hundred legal notices upon 
residents In that section of the city in 
the attempt to prevent the hazardous 
use of the bridge by pedestrians.

Corinth, Miss., June 7.—The balloon, 


New York, A. Holland Forbes, pilot, 
and Clifford B. Harmon, landed two 
and a .Salt miles from here at 6:10 
o'clock today, having been in the air 
since about 5 o'clock. Saturday even- 
ing. 
Mr. Harmon gave the following 


account of his trip: 


"The

down here 
down.'

Bowers, solicitor general of the United 
States, today submitted to President 
Taft his opinion as to what the term 
"whisky" m'eans in law. " 


He holds that the public does not 


consider that added coloring or flavor- 
ing matter can make whisky out o f j 
what otherwise is not whisky. Whisky 
is regarded generally and naturally as 
having a flavor and properties of its 
own. 


"There is no more reason for saying 


that alcohol becomes whisky because 
colored and flavored like some true 
whisky than for saying that alcohol' 
becomes brandy because 
colored 
or 


flavored like some brandy," he- says. 
"On the other hand, the mere addition 
of harmless coloring or flavoring mat- 
ter to what Is previously whisky does 
not destroy its whisky character unless 
such addition unduly dilutes or other- 
wise affects the essential properties of 
the whisky."

"One 
of the most Important matters 


in a practical view is whether a mix- 
ture of an admitted whisky wlth-neu- 
' tral spirits or alcohol may . be called 
whisky" says he.

Col. Alexander K McClure, 


Lincoln's Friend, Dies 


at Four Score. 


Philadelphia, Pa., June 7.—Col. Alex- 


ander K. McClure, friend and adviser 
of Lincoln, man of affairs in the days 
when few of the present political lead- 
ers had been born; and a notable figure 
in journalistic Tanks in the .early 'days, 
died suddenly at his country -home in 
Wallingford at 3 o'clock'yesterday aft- 
ernoon. He was 81- years old. 


He had' been escorted from the sick- 


room to a seat on the porch, when Al- 
fred Gratz, -his brother-in-law, greeted 
asking about his health. 


"You 
don't find me looking at my 


best today," was the colonel's reply. 
"How are you feeling?" 


Before Gratz could answer him, Col. 


McClure dropped dead in his chair. He 
had been in poor health for a year, and 
his condition had been growing stead- 
ily worse during the last two months. 
Members of his family and 
friends 


thought he could not live much longer, 
but they were- shocked at his unex- 
pected end, which is said to have been 
the result of a 'breakdown in health.

Sketch of His Career. 


Alexander-Kelley McClure was born 


in Sherman's Valley, Pa., on June 9, 
1828, and spent his early years on his 
father's farm". 


With an elder brother, he divided his 


time week about at a country school, 
whenever it was held, and during his 
schooldays got no further than long 
division in arithmetic and never learn- 
ed how to phrase a. sentence. 


• In 1S4G he made his 
first visit to 


Philadelphia in order to get work as a 
journeyman tanner. He found no work 
there and tramped to New York, where 
his luck was no better. 
He -worked 


his way west until he found himselt in 
Iowa, but still his ill fortune in the 
tanning trade stuck to him. He then 
journeyed back east and that fall, in 
spite of advice to the contrary, went 
into the printing business, 
starting 


with the Sentinel,'the Mifflin-local pa- 
per. He then began to take an'inter- 
est in politics. 


Soon he became the owner, of a pa- 


per which leaned to the whigs polit- 
ically, getting it out alone, except for 
the assistance of a small boy.- He dis- 
posed of his interest in the Sentinel 
in 1850 and put his money in 
the 


Chambersburg Repository, of which he 
became the editor. It later became one 
of the most widely known anti.-sUCvery 
journals in Pennsylvania. 


Ran on State Ticket at 25. 


He was the 
whig 
candidate 
for 


auditor general in 1853,- then being the 
youngest man ever nominated for a 
state office in Pennsylvania. He was a 
member of the convention that organ- 
ized the republican party in Plttsburg 
in' 1855, and in the following year was 
a delegate to'the national convention 
that nominated Fremont for the presi- 
dency. 


In 1856 he sold the Repository and 


was admitted to the practice, of law. 
He was sent to the 
legislature 
in 


1857-'58 and served the following year 
as state senator. 
He was a delegate

played1 a prominent part in inducing 
the delegation from • Pennsylvania to 
cast its vote for Lincoln, though it had 
been instructed to vote for Cameron. 
He was a national delegate again in 
1864. 
He went to Philadelphia to live 


in 1868 and there took up the practice 
of law. He 'was chairman of tha state 
delegation to the national convention 
that in 1872 nominated Horace Greeley 
for the presidency. 


Times Started With $50,000. 


In 1873, with Frank McLoughlin, he 


established the 
Philadelphia' Times, 


with a capital of $50,000, and In less 
than ten-years the property was worth 
more than ?1,000,000. Col. McClure re- 
tired from active journalism in 1901. 
In 1903 he was made prothonotary .of 
the Pennsylvania supreme court. 


The only time he was defeated for 


public office was..in 1873, 
when 
he 


failed of election as mayor of Phila- 
delphia by a narrow margin.' 


Col. McClure's pen was prolific and 


he wrote several books, in addition to 
his work as editor. Among his works 
are "Lincoln and Men of War Times," 
"Our Presidents and How We Make 
Them," "Recollections of Half a Cen- 
tury," and "Old Time Notes of Penn- 
sylvania."

Senator Root Advised on 


Newspapers. 


New York, June 7.—John Norris, 


chairman of the committee on paper of 
the Americap. Newspaper Publishers' 
association, has forwarded to Senator 
Root a letter setting .forth new data 
on paper duty. The senator's atten- 
tion is-directed to a comparison of his 
newspaper and periodical constituency 
as compared with his paper mill con- 
stituency and .the statement is made 
that the newspapers of New York pay 
seven times as much for labor as all 
the news print paper mills.- 


Detailed statistics are presented in 


support of this contention. It Js set 
forth also that the labor cost of a ton 
of paper is less in the United States 
than in Canada, the average pay in 
this state being $1.65 a day. Senator 
Root is asked to consider also the seri- 
ous menace to the forests of the state 
through the destruction of spruce. Mr. 
Norrls appeals for consideration for 
the newspapers in the following para- 
graph: 


"Newspapers are entitled to consid- 


eration from you even if you ignore the 
extraordinary function they perform In 
disseminating intelligence, in promot- 
ing knowledge and in facilitating the 
work of Government. 
Those citizens 


arc the best citizens who are in com- 
plete touch with the work of adminis- 
tration: and the furtherance of the 
newspaper's mission is worthy ot your 
serious effort. An increase in the con- 
sumption of paper is due to the in- 
creasing intelligence of the people."

a Mob of 15 in Florida. 


Tallahasee, Fla.. June 7.—A, mob of 


not more than fifteen men was respon- 
sible for the lynching of Maik Morris, 
a negro, whose lifeless body, swinging 
from a tree in the jail yard, met the 
gaze of the people yesterday morning. 


Condemned to death for the murder 


of William Langston, late sheriff of 
this county, the negro would have le- 
gally paid the penalty of his crime 
with his wife June 11, just five days 
hence. 


When the mob arrived at the jail 


they brought tho 'Jailer to the door 
with a ruse that they had a prisoner, 
overpowered him. and took his keys. 
After securing .the negro they locked 
the jailer In Morris" cell. Sheriff Hous- 
ton ix-a* In Georgia at the time. 


Fear that the negro might escape 


the gallows through feigned insanity 
prompted the act of the mob.

While deprecating advertising of a 
sensational or untruthful nature, he 
called attention to the public good that 
could be accomplished through pub- 
licity of the right sort. 


"No agency Is more potent for good 


or evil than the secular press." said 
•Dr. Pettit "By secular press I mean 
more 
particularly 
the 
newspaper, 


which each day reaches fully 90 per 
cent of the reading' public. By far the 
larger part of the public. - especially 
busy people, get about all their gen- 
eral Information from the newspaper. 


'The newspaper Is the only source 


of Information for fully one-half of the 
reading public. It is the purveyor as 
well as the conveyor of information, 
and the average editor is actuated by 
as praiseworthy motives In his field ot 
activity as we are In ours. From be- 
ing simply a record 
of events, the 


newspaper now covers almost every 
Held of human endeavor, even to the 
extent of maintaining departments for 
the teaching of technical knowledge, 
which..though crude and imperfect as 
yet. is an' effort In the right direction." 


Concerning advertisements Dr. Pet- 


tit said in part: 


"A broad definition of advertising 


would include everything In an adver- 
tisement, whether paid or otherwise, 
which is intended to benefit the indi- 
vidual.
